WASHINGTON I AIM 
Presi­ 
dent Johnson is the man in the 
middle in tin* civil rights fight 
starting in the Senate. It w asn’t 
like this a few years Ago. 
As the sum m er of 1955 wore 
on he had plenty of time to won­ 
der what 
the future 
held for 
hun. He was recovering from a 
heart attack but felt far horn 
finished. 
It soon became clear a heart 
condition didn’t 
have to he a 
|K>litical handicap for within a 
few' weeks President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower had an attack, too, 
and recovered to go on being an 
active president. 
Johnson returned to his job as 
the 
Democrats’ 
Senate 
leader 
and in the last four years of Ei­ 


senhower’* administration set a 
pace 
so 
furious 
and 
distin­ 
guished 
he 
decided 
he 
might 
even 
be able to be 
president 
himself. 
In those years two of his out­ 
standing achievements were get­ 
ting a civil rights bill through 
in 1957, the first in this century, 
and another in 1960. 
Johnson, 
a 
Southerner, 
did 
this over the op|>osition of South­ 
ern 
Democrats 
but 
these 
two 
measures 
never 
entirely 
satis­ 
fied anyliody. They were com­ 
promises, 
stripped 
of 
sections 
which 
irritated 
Southerners 
most. 
Now, four years later, it s an­ 
other election yea!, with John­ 
son hoping for a full, four-year 
term tor himself 
Once more a 
civil rights Dill, backed by him, 
is before tile Senate. The situa­ 
tion is not tile same. 


In tile past getting any kind 
of civil rights bill passed, even 
though watered down, was con­ 
sider'd

achievement 
even if not perfect. Hut Johnson 
is president now, not just a Sen­ 
ate leader. 
He has given full endorsement
